1. SITUATION: 18/24/92 - 18/38/92
WEATHER: PARTLY CLOUDY, SOME RAIN, 45 - 69 F.

The Lanson Chemical site is located at 31lst Street and Piggott
East St. Louils, Clair County, IL. The 5-acre site consgists of a
main building containing several process storage tanks, an
outside bermed area containing process storage tanks, and a
storage shed., The site was found to contain 45 process storage
tanks and 46 drums and containers. The site ia located in a
regidential area.

The facility at one time produced alkyd resins and emulsion
copolymers used in formulating paints and floor waxes. 1In
addition, the facility may have stored or handled PCB-containing
capacitor oils at the site, accounting for PCBs being found in
on-site soil samples and tank samples.
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The site i3 estimated to have approximately 100,000 gallons of
mostly regin-like waste, with half being PCB contaminated.

2. ACTIONS TAKREN

This week, empty tanks were cut open and decontaminated. The
tanks were then wipe sampled to ensure they met the cleanup
standzsrds for PCBa. If the tanks met the cleanup standard they
were then cut up, crushed and loaded into a scrap metal rolloff
box. One load of scrap metal was sent out this week for
recycling. Decontamination ¢of the floor in the bullding was
atarted.

3. FUTURE ACTIVITIES
- Arrange for disposal ¢f PCB-contaminated liquids.

- Continue to decontaminate all tanks, cut and send metal to
scrap yvard.

- Shilp PCB solids and debris.
- Decontaminate bullding structures as appropriate.
- Take confirmation samples for PCB's to determine status of

clean-up work.
